REV. PETER WRIGHT. 
This is a name of an excellent missionary of 
running the London Society, who recently died at Griqua 
Town, South Africa. The following testimony 
to his character is contained ina letter from the 
Rev. Dr. Philip. 


““Mr. Wright united in hiwself many qualities 
of high value as a missionary; but the great 
secret of his usefulness, was the entireness of 
the consecration of his heart to God. He 
sought not himself, and he thought nothing of 
sacrifices when God or a sense of duty required 
them. Nothing was too great for him to under- 
take, when he saw the path of duty clear before 
him; and he found his reward in his work. 
That act of service in which he closed his life, 
affords a striking illustration of the devotedness 
of his mind. In the midst of a flourishing fami- 
ly, and of eomforts which he himself and his 
excellent wife had created, and with the cause 
of Christ in a high state of prosperity around 
him, he no sooner saw that his presence at Phil- 
ippos was called for, than he broke up the es- 
tablishment at Griqua Town, and with his family 
exchanged a state of comparative comfort for 
one of privation; and a state of peace, to enter 
into one of strife and contention. The people 
asked him to come to them as the only person 
who could save them from the evils they were 
suffering,—fears within, and impending calami- 
ties without; and, aware of all the sacrifices it 
might cost him, he consulted not with fle@h and 
blood, nor counted his own personal comforts, 
nor the comforts of his family, nor even his own 
life, dear to him, that he might render the re- 
quired service to the cause of his Divine Mas- 
ter.

PARABLE OF THE UNJUST STEW- 
ARD:—NEW EXPOSITION. 


We find in the last No. of the Biblical Repos- 
itory, an exposition of the parable of the Unjust 
Steward, which differs entirely from any we 
have ever seen. This parable has been gene- 
rally understood as teaching that Christians, or 
the children of light, should be as_ wise in fore- 
seeing and as skilfui in promoting their religious 
interests as the children of the world are in ad- 
vancing their worldly interests. Most modern 
commentators unite in this interpretation. But 
the new one is, in substance, as follows. The 
unjust steward, when called on to give up his 
stewardship, admitting the injustice which had 
brought him unlawful gain, determines to give, 
on the spot, proof of the amendment of his 
character. He calls for the first debtor, who 
owed an hundred measures of oil. He is di- 
rected to write fifty, implying that the remain- 
ing fifty, he, the accusea steward, would pay out 
of his own gains in restitution for former injus- 
tice. Another debt6r’s bill was reduced from 
an hundred measures of wheat to eighty, the 
balance, as before, paid by the steward. This 
steward thus followed the example of Zaccheus,
